Wakeley said the amount of 
unpaid taxes was up $238,500 from 
last year. 

Wakeley said the county collected 
$300,000 in back taxes in March, 
and expects to collect a similar 
amount in April.

Thanks to a “Trout in- the 
Classroom” project, seventh 
graders at Grayling Middle 
School are becoming well versed 
in the fife cycles of brown trout 
and, especially, how much effort 
goes into taking care of the young 
fish. Its given them a_ better 
apprectation for the world famous 
trout stream right in their back- 
yard, 

“We wanted to give students an 
idea of the life in the river,” said 
Carrie Wilkinson, who teaches 
science at the school and spear- 
headed the project. “They grew 
up near a great coldwater fishing 
river and had no idea about tt.” 

The Mason-Griffith Chapter of 
Trout Unlimited sponsors the 
project. They donated the tank 
and purchased the necessary 
equipment including a water 
chiller — trout fry prefer water 
around 50 degrees — and a UV 
sterilizer to kiff germs. The trout 
were —— bought from the 
Cedarbrook Trout) Farm in 
Harrisville. The total cost was 
about $1,000. 

The trout arrived as 500 eyed- 
eges in mid-January, meaning 
they were still eggs but with two 
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Visible eyes. They hatched into 
sac fry - think of a fish swim- 
ming around with a bulging belly 
bigger than it 1s — at the beginning 
of February. 

The sac, a food source, is long 
gone, now the fish are about an 
inch and a half long and classified 
us fingerlings. 

The seventh grace science class 
consists of about 150. students. 
Groups of students take turns car- 
ing for the fish every day under 
the watchful eye of Wilkinson 
and two other science teachers, 
Brad Wagner and Joell Gabriel. 

“She was always stressed at 
first,” said seventh grader Hailey 
Eames about Wilkinson's concern 
for the student's care of the young 
trout. “Now, she knows we can do 
the job.” 

The students feed the fish three 
times a day, test the chemical lev- 
els of the water, clean the tank 
and keep a daily log of activities, 
Wilkinson and the other teachers 
take over on weekends and holi- 
days. 

In a short time, the classes 
became very protective of the 
fish, mourning the death of each 
fry. When an ammonia spike in 
the water, due to excessive waste, 
killed 30 in one day, there was 
great anxiety. Fortunately, the

“These fish are about five 


weeks ahead of schedule on their 
growth,” said Steve Sendek, 
Senior Fisheries Biologist for the 
Department of Natural Resources 
and Environment (DNR & E) and 
member of the Mason Griffith 
Board) of Directors. “That 
reflects well on their care.” 

The students are excited about 
doing it again next year. They 
enjoyed watching the fish grow 
and go through all the life stages. 
During a semester of observing 
trout going from eggs to finger- 
lings they understood why fish 
need shelter to survive from pred- 
ators, The experience has 
changed the way they view the 
AuSable River. 

“It gives you an open mind 
about river habitat,” said seventh 
grader Laura Simpson. “We need 
to keep the water clean and put 
more Jogs in.” 

The plan is to release the fish 
into the river around the end of 
April. 

“The longer in our tank the bet- 
ter chance for their survival,” 
Wilkinson said. ‘We all want 
that.”

PACKAGING IS an important 
art in the business world. 

Michigan Democrats are adapt- 
ing packaging principles to poli- 
tics by jamming an entire bundle 
of relative political thrills into a 
single weekend for the party faith- 
ful, hoping to provide a jump start 
for their important 2010 election 
efforts in the process. 

It all will take place this week- 
end in Detroit. 

The Jefferson Jackson dinner, an 
annual Democratic gala designed 
to raise both money and partisan 
fervor, will be Saturday night, 
April 17. Sometimes the dinner is 
successful, sometimes not so 
much. It’s part of a weekend pack- 
age this year. 

Keynote speaker will be US 
Rep. Steny Hoyer of Maryland, 
Democratic floor leader in the 
House and second in command 
there behind only Speaker Nancy 
Pelosi. 

As an aside, Speaker Pelosi will 
be on the California ballot this 
year, not in Michigan, despite 
Republican campaigners who fea- 
ture anti-Pelosi rhetoric in much of 
their campaign material this year, 
especially anything involving con- 
gressional campaigns. 

With three Democrats running 
for nomination for governor this 
year, a candidate forum is com- 
pletely in keeping with traditional 
political strategy. That, too, is part 


of the weekend package, set for 
Sunday morning. 

Separate tickets from the Jeff- 
Jack dinner are required for the 
joint appearance — definitely not 
labeled as a debate but rather as “a 
candidate forum” — which will 
bring together House Speaker 
Andy Dillon, Lansing Mayor 
Virgil Bernero and State Rep. 
Alma Wheeler Smith in their first 
face-to-face-to-face campaign 
meeting. 

* * * 

THE THIRD PART of this 
Democratic clambake is more 
intriguing and novel. 

Early endorsement, according to 
published party logic, allows 
Democratic candidates extra time 
to round up name recognition, 
money and voter support. Instead 
of a two month campaign — from 
post-primary convention to 
November election — endorsed 
Democratic candidates can con- 
duct six month campaigns. 

Whether longer campaigns will 
be helpful is open to question, but 
that’s the strategy. 

The “endorsement convention” 
will start Saturday morning, prior 
to the Jeff-Jack dinner. Eligible to 
vote in the convention will be 
elected Democratic office holders 
and candidates, Democratic 
precinct delegates already elected, 
and ail card-carrying members of 
the Democratic party who have 


paid annual dues of $30 and have 
been signed-up party members for 
at least 30 days. 

At this point, endorsements will 
be made only for secretary of state 
and attorney general candidates. 
Two are running for attorney gen- 
eral: 

Richard Bernstein, 36, ts current 
chair of the Wayne State 
University board of governors, He 
has gained widespread public 
awareness through incessant tele- 
vision advertising as part of the 
Bernstein family law practice. He 
is blind. 

David Leyton, 56, is in his sec- 
ond term as Genesee county pros- 
ecutor, and held several local gov- 
ernment offices before the prose- 
cutor’s job. He ts sighted. 

For secretary of _ state, 
Democrats likely will choose 
between two candidates from 
Detroit — Jocelyn Benson, faculty 
member of the law school at 
Wayne State, and Janice Winfrey, 
Detroit city clerk. 

The two endorsements from 
Saturday’s convention must win 
formal nomination at the regular 
party nominating convention fol- 
lowing the August 5 primary. 
However, since many of the same 
delegates will have the power at 
both conventions, Saturday’s 

endorsements likely will become 
the real thing. 

Candidates for the rest of the 


state offices on the November bal- 
lot to be selected at the post-pri- 
mary convention include two 
members of the governing boards 
for Wayne State, University of 
Michigan and Michigan State, plus 
two members of the State Board of 
Education. 

Two seats on the state supreme 
court also will be filled at the 
November election, and each 
major party may nominate two 
candidates, who then run on judi- 
cial, not partisan, ballots. Of 
course, this system abets a politi- 
cal charade, 

The lieutenant governor candi- 
date will be picked at the same 
convention, probably the personal 
choice of the eventual governor 
candidate. 

* * * 

HOW COME the early and 
novel idea of an endorsement con- 
vention? 

The stated reasons hold merit. 
The early convention arouses early 
enthusiasm among the party faith- 
ful and identifies activists who are 
likely to become campaign work- 
ers through the November elec- 
tion. 

As party leaders have indicated, 
it also provides extra time for can- 
didates to campaign, which can be 
both a blessing and a curse, 
because both voters and candidates 
— plus donors — may grow tired of 
the campaign long before election 
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Michigan Democrats start ball rolling 


day. 

oe of the unspoken advantages 
for party leadership — especially if 
the idea of an “endorsement con- 
vention” should expand to cover 
more than the two offices included 
now — involves control. 

By an “endorsement conven- 
tion” four months before top-of- 
the-ticket party candidates are cho- 
sen by primary voters, current 
party leaders have more influence 
on who will be on the statewide 
ticket, and the eventual party stan- 
dard bearer running for governor 
has less influence. 

Traditionally party nominating 
conventions are filled with paying 
off political obligations and horse 
trading of this for that, with the 
candidate for governor - as head 
of the ticket and nominated by 
party primary voters — pretty much 
in the driver’s seat. 

Also, premature endorsement 
conceivably could produce a ticket 
that is incompatible with the even- 
tual candidate for governor, and 
party unity could shatter. 

An early endorsement conven- 
tion tends to shift the balance of 
power inwardly, either by unex- 
pected inevitability or by design.

The Distress 
of Religion 
__ by Works 


We studied last week in 
Romans ! 1:7 that Israel’s reli- 
gion by self seeking or works 
will not be successful, submis- 
Sive, or satisfying, 7What 
then? Israel hath not obtained 
that which he seeketh for; but 
the election hath obtained it, 
and the rest were blinded.” 
Today we study the distress of 
religion by self seeking or 
works jn Romans” 11:8: 
“8(According as it is written, 
God hath given them the spirit 
of slumber, eycs that they 
should not see, and ears that 
they should not hear;) unto this 
day.” 

First, distress over seeking 
salvation by works of the law 
was foretold to Israel by God's 
prophets through God’s word. 
The cause of their distress 
would be their own rebellion 
as Ezekiel 12:2 states: “2Son 
of man, thou dwellest in the 
midst of a rebellious house, 
which have eyes to sec, and 
see not; they have ears to hear, 
and hear not: for they are a 
rebellious house.” Because 
Israel shut their eyes and 
closed their ears to God’s word 
and will, that majority was fur- 
ther blinded and hardened by 
God's judgment: “!OMake 
the heart of this people fat, and

to get “Little Mary” in the 
home of a family.

Cindy moved from 
Grayling with her adopted 
mother when she was a first 
grader, but returned when 
she was 15 years old to live 
with Dave and Sherry. 

Forty years after that 
snowy January day, the per- 
son once known as “Little 
Mary” is now Cindy Walker.

The couple 
lives in Phoenix and has two 
sons, Chase, 11, and Logan, 
13. 

Walker said that recent 
family and personal health 
issues prompted her to seck 
out medical information on 
her birth parents or family 
who may still live in the 
Grayling area.

with the information she is 
seeking. She said those peo- 
ple could choose to remain 
anonymous, but they could 
forge a relationship if all 
parties are comfortable. 

“Since I just turned 40, 
I’m hoping that if anyone 
who may know who my 
birth parents are or has 
information about any living 
members of my birth farnily, 
maybe this article would 
trigger something,” she said. 

Walker said she has no 
bitterness toward the people 
who gave her up, especially 
as news of tragedies of peo- 
ple dumping babies fill the 
headlines. 

“I'm grateful that they 
were very conscientious and 
did what they did so some- 
body would find me,” she 
said. 

Walker said she would 
also be pleased to know 
some family history for her 
sons. 

“If we find who these peo- 
ple are, it might be nice for 
the boys to have that gap 
filled in for them as well,” 
she said. 

The Watker family moved 
from Grand Ledge to 
Phoenix two years ago. 
Cindy was involved in the 
banking industry, but opted 
to change career paths with 
the country in the midst of 
an economic recession. She 
is now working full-time to 
obtain her nursing degree. 

The family hopes to visit 
Grayling this summer, per- 
haps with plans to be in 
town for the AuSable River 
Festival and 63rd 
Weyerhacuser AuSable 
River Canoe Marathon. 

“It's a nice, quiet little 
town,” Walker said of 
Grayling.

Even with his connections 
with his law office and as a 
former assistant Crawford 
County Prosecutor, Dave 
Sabin said he could never 
pin down information for 
Cindy. 

“We didn’t have any where 
to start -— that was the prob- 
lem,” he said. 

Sherry said that Cindy 
would look into the eyes of 
patrons while working at the 
Grayling Big Boy, thinking 
she may have spotted her 
birth parents. 

“She would look in some- 
body's face and just want to 
have an end to the mystery,” 
Sherry said. 

The Sabins said there 
would be no ramifications if 
someone comes forward 
with information for Cindy, 
stressing that this is simply a 
search for critical medical 
information, 

“Nobody is more interest- 
ed than us, finding out what 
her family health history is, 
what her genetics are and 
what health issues she might 
have in the future,” Dave 
said. ‘‘Nowadays, people 
make sure their kids know 
what potential health haz- 
ards they might have. It 
inakes them live longer and 
makes them live better.”

Health Department officials 
will serve as smoking police

District Health 
Department #10 officials 
will be serving as the smok- 
ing police when a state ban 
on smoking goes into effect 
next month, 

Michigan's Clean Indoor 
Act Bill, which prohibits 
smoking in bars and restau- 
rants, goes into effect on 
May |. 

Linda = VanGills, — the 
Health Officer for District 
Health Department #10, 
said health officials expect 
restaurant owners, managers 
and employees will be self- 
policing to avoid smoking 
ban fines. A public place, 
which violates the act, is 
subject to a civil fine not 
more than $100 for a first 
violation and not more than 
$500 for a second of subse- 
quent violation, 

VanGills, however, said 
Health Department inspec- 
tors would handle compli- 
ance with the smoking ban 
as part of routine health 
inspeclions of restaurants 
and bars. They will also fol- 
low up on complaints sub- 
mitted (o local Health 
Department offices. 

Although Health 
Departments are not getting 
added funding to enforce 
the ban, it is an initiative

they stand behind to 
improve the health of citi- 
zens in the sate. 

“It's another unfunded 
mandate, but we were 
extremely supportive of that 
and it will be something that 
we will live with in public 
health,” VanGills said. “The 
benefit is there and the data 
is there to show, where 
restaurants and bars that 
have gone smoke free, there 
actually has been a reduc- 
lion in the incidents of peo- 
ple presenting in emergency 
rooms with cardiovascular 
symptoms.” 

VanGills noted that all 
employers must offer a 
smoke-free — environment 
under the state law. 

Clubs such as American 
Legions, Moose Lodges, 
Veterans of Foreign Wars 
Posts and Eagles Clubs 
sought an exemption from 
the ban for their buildings, 
but VanGills said the smok- 
ing ban sill applied to those 
facilities, 

“They are not exempt 
because they are employ- 


ers,” VanGills said. 
Crawford County 
Commissioner Rick 


Anderson said the fraternal 
and civic clubs were seeking 
the exemption because they 
are membership-based.

guise that they're a club, an 
organizational club with 
membership, so they would 
be unenforceable,” 
Anderson said, 

VanGills said that cigar 
bars and casinos were 
exempt from the ban. 

“There's a compromise in 
whatever you do,” she said, 

VanGills said 30 percent 
of adults in Crawford 
County are smokers. She 
said state officials would 
like to see that rate drop to 
22 percent. VanGills added 
that atl 10 counties covered 
by District Health 
Department #10 have high 
rates of adult) smokers as 
well as women who smoke 
during their pregnancies, 

VanGills noted that those 
statistics are due to the 
counties being im rural envi- 
ronments, where people 
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have a lower economic sta- 
tus, higher unemployment 
rales and lower access to 
primary health care. 

Finally, VanGills said 
Crawford County ranked 
53rd in the state as far as 
morbidity and mortality 
rates. Mortality is when 
people die prematurely, 
while morbidity accounts 
for people who experience 
higher illness rates. 

She said that) Clare 
County ranked the worst in 
the state for morbidity and 
mortality rates. 

Again, VanCills attributed 
those statistics to economic 
status, 

“IF you don't have educa- 
ion, if you don't have a job, 
if you don't have access to 
health care, those are going 
to affect your health out- 
comes,” she said,

County protests state acquiring 
more land while not paying taxes 


Continued from 1A 
county foreclosed on 50 
parcels of land on March I, 
because the taxes had not 
been paid for the last three 
years. Last year, 24 parcels 
of land were foreclosed 
upon, 

Wakeley said this year's 
foreclosure rate may be 
skewed because a man who 
owned 13 parcels of land in 
the Twin Peaks subdivision 
failed pay his taxes and 
allowed the properly to go 
imo foreclosure proceed- 
ings. Wakeley said the 
county would recover the 
$65,400 in taxes owned on 
the parcels when the coun- 
ty sells the properties. 

Since the state has the 
first right of refusal to pur- 
chase foreclosed property, 
that has become an issue 
with Wakeley and county 
treasurers throughout the 
state. 

Wakeley said that the 
state froze the taxes paid to 
counties and township at 


84.5 percent in 2004. The 
amount paid to intermedi- 
ate school districts, col- 
leges and school districts 
was frozen at 96 percent. 

Since the legislation was 
enacted, Wakeley said the 
state has also been consis- 
tently delinquent on paying 
swamp tax funds for land 
that reverted to the state in 
the 1930s. He said there is 
162,000 acres of swamp tax 
Jand in Crawford County, 

In 2009, Wakeley said 
state lawmakers — also 
passed a law, which said 
that partial payment for the 
taxes to local units of gov- 
ernment and entities would 
be considered as full pay- 
ment. 

Wakeley said that he 
fully expects the state to 


decrease the percentages of 


the laxes it pays local units 
of government and entities 
as state revenues decline, 
the economic recession 
continues and state law- 
makers don’t budget

enough to pay its taxes. 

“Their ultimate goal is to 
get it down to zero,” he 
said. 

While the county does 
everything in its power to 
work with people to help 
save their property, 
Wakelcy said he would like 
to provide accommodations 
like the state is taking to 
property owners who are 
struggling to make ends 
meet. 

“We know we have peo- 
ple that would have loved 
to come in here and paid 84 
percent of their tax bills 
and avoid foreclosure,” 
Wakeley said. 

The underpayment in 
taxes means the county will 
receive a $24,000 shortfall 
from the state for the 2009- 
10 budget year. 

Along with freezing tax 
payments, Wakeley said 
state officials passed a law 
so that local units can't 
foreclose on property it 
owns in the counties. 

“They pass their own 
laws and they've made their 
own rules,” he said. 

The state, however, still 
maintains the first right to 
purchase foreclosure land 
in the counties - especially 
for prime parcels of proper- 
ty - instead of counties and 
local units of government 
being able to acquire the 
land to strengthen the tax 
base. 

“They don’t want to open 
it up because they don't 
want too many fingers in 


the pot,” said Dave 
Stephenson, chairman of 
the Crawford County 


Board of Commissioners. 

Wakeley said he knows 
of at a least one county 
where the state 1s acquiring 
foreclosed property. The 
state must pay full market 
value for the land. 

That prompted the coun- 
ty board to send a letter to 
the state, opposing the 
acquisition of more land 
while it can't pay Hs current 
taxes. 

“This is just getting to be 
ridiculous, especially in a 
county like Crawford with 
75 percent of the Jand that 
is state owned,” Stephenson 
said. 

The board will consider 
the recommendation to 
send the letter at its regular 
monthly meeting set for 9 
am, on Wednesday, April 
ole 

Wakeley said that the 
local officials would be 
working with the Michigan 
Association of Counties, 
Michigan Township's 
Association and Michigan 
Treasurer's Association to 
address the tax inequity.
